pallisades in great part are overgrown 
with moss and ferns. 
In one of most 
attractive [»laces in the park the Bur­ 
lington R ailway crosses the creek on a 
fjrii* new stone viaduct. 
The entire tract lies between Ore 
gon and Polo and is about equal dis­ 
tance from either city and is still 
nearer to Mount Morris. The little 
town of Stratford on the Burlington 
road is now the nearest town, 
it is 
planned to ask the railway people to 
establish a station still nearer after 
the park has been well established. 
Ogle county is famous for its hills, 
and this park is located among the 
noblest of them. 
From the top of the 
bluff one may have a grand view of 
the surrounding farm country 
The 
spires at Oregon may be made out in 
one direction, whilf Polo is to he.seen 
to t lie west. 
During the last few years the place 
has been the mecca for many artists. 
Among the fine negatives made in the 
park were a large collection made by 
Dr. Mix, Dr. Beard, Mrs. A 
I).

Many sketching dubs of Chicago are 
aeustomed to spend weeks here, so 
that oy pen, pencil and brush the re­ 
gion has been made famous. 
This park will be within easy reach 
of some of the larger towns in Non It­ 
em Illinois, among them Dixon, Sterl­ 
ing. Freeport and R ockford, it is now 
planned to have the commission that 
t he passage of the law creates meet at 
an early day to plan arrangements by 
which the land will be purchased and 
every sort of trespassing stopped.
